The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art do not teach or suggest an elevator control device comprises a drive control 
unit, wherein the drive control unit charges said electric double layer capacitor while 
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restricting a current during current passage from said AC power source by means of 
said resistance when said switch is turned off on commencement of current passage 
from said AC power source and that connects said electric double layer capacitor in 
parallel with said DC capacitor when said switch is turned on after a required time after 
commencement of passage of current by said AC power source. The combinations of 
the claimed limitations in the independent claim 3 is not anticipated or made obvious by 
the prior art of record in the examiner's opinion.
